At the recent Church Congress, the subject of 
Church Music received a prominent position. The 
Bishop of London preached on it, the Bishop of 
London spoke on it, while Sir Hubert Parry read 
a paper on “The Essentials of Church Music,” 
Dr. G. C. Martin gave a paper on “ The ‘Training 
of Choirmasters,” and Dr. C. V. Stanford read a 
paper on “The Choice of Music in Church 
Choirs.” Dr. Stanford advocated very strongly 
the wisdom of leaving the selection of all the music 
in the hands of the organist. It was a fatal mistake 
in his opinion for the clergy to have the selection. 
If this arrangement prevailed much longer they 
might say good-bye to the great store of music their 
forefathers had bequeathed to them. In its place 
they would find flimsy trash which had enough 
sensationalism to tickle the musical palate ; music, 
much of it excellent in its proper place, but quite 
unsuitable for church use.

ELEVENTH ANNUAL MEETING. 


JHE eleventh annual meeting of the 
Nonconformist Choir Union was 
held at 27, Finsbury Square, Lon- 
don, on Tuesday, October 1oth, Mr. 
EK. Minshall, the President of the 
Union, in the chair. Representatives 
of several of the metropolitan Free Church choirs 
were present, and although the attendance was 
limited, useful work was accomplished, and the in- 
fluences of the gathering will be felt in many 
directions during the coming winter. Much to the 
regret of the London friends, the representatives 
of the numerous and vigorous provincial choir 
unions are unable, by reason of distance, to meet 
the committee on this occasion, but they have the 
confidence that the results of the management by 
the Central Executive are worthy of respect, if not 
of admiration. A very satisfactory report was pre- 
sented, Mr, T. R. Croger, who has worthily filled 
the office of secretary since the inception of the 
Union, sparing neither time or strength in forward- 
ing its interests, enlarging its circle of influence, 
and making a permanent possession of the forward 
movement of each succeeding year, Every year 
that has passed has witnessed increase, and when 
the history of the choir comes to be written, the 
self-sacrificing labours of the secretary will be ap- 
parent; meanwhile, the same _— services are 
thoroughly appreciated by those who know most 
of the work entailed in conducting the business 
side of such a large organisation as the Noncon- 
formist Choir Union has now become. 





ELEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT. 

“Your committee have again to report a very 
sucessful year of working. 

“The concert of the Handel Orchestra at the 
Crystal Palace, on June 17th, was generally con- 
sidered to have been the best yet given by the 
Union. Mr. E. Minshall, the President, again 
conducted, Mr. T. R. Croger directed the orchestra 
in its selections, and in Madame Belle Cole’s three 
songs, and Mr. Fountain Meen, who had joined 
your committee, presided at the organ. Seven 
thousand books were issued, but the applications 
reached a total of seven thousand eight hundred, 
leaving the latter number of would-be members un- 
provided for. 

“The result of the selection from the MS, com- 
positions, sent in response to advertisements, was 
that Dr. A. H. Mann, of Cambridge, gave his de- 
cision in favour of ‘O clap your hands,’ by Mr. 
William Rigby, Mus. Bac.* This anthem was in- 
cluded in the book, and the composer scored it for 
the orchestra. 

“The day's proceedings opened with the usual 
Choral Competition, Four choirs entered in Class 
B (small choirs), and the prizes were carried off by 
the Hope Congregational Choir, Denton, conducted 
by Mr. J. Hardy. 

““In Class A (large choirs) there were seven 
entries. Bilston Wesleyan Choir, under the direc- 
tion of Mr. F A. Bendall, gained the prizes, but as 


so many choirs had entered in this class, yer “adopted on the motion of Messrs. Dean and H. W.

mittee had arranged to grant a second prize, to 
consist of a cheque for two guineas, and a framed 
certificate for the second best choir, should the 
judge think their singing of sufficient merit. This 
prize was awarded to the Old Baptist Choir, Rush- 
den, conducted by Mr. Joseph Farey. Dr. W. G. 
McNaught kindly acted as judge, and gave the 
choirs some very sound and profitable advice. For 
the first time each choir was afterwards furnished, 
at the suggestion of Dr. McNaught, with a written 
report as to the number of marks gained under the 
separate heads. 

“The photograph of the full orchestra, with 
suitable inscriptions and handsomely framed, made 
a very acceptable form of certificate ; and the choirs 
who won them are very proud to hang in their 
choir vestries these permanent and _ picturesque 
records of a successful effort to excel in choral sing- 
ing. 

“The Band continues to take an active part in 
the work of the Union, and fills up its spare time in 
the study of symphonies and other high-class 
orchestral music. ‘The only cause for discontent is 
the apathy of many ministers and congregations, 
whose choirs, having joined us, appreciate the great 
advantages derived from combination and mutual 
work. It would be graceful if the congregations, 
who so benefit by the enlarged experience and en- 
thusiasm gained by their choirs, would give our 
annual festival their personal support. While the 
attendances of the choir have been extremely good, 
the sale of tickets for friends has been quite out of 
proportion to the work done and benefit received. 
Our choirs should see to it that their ministers and 
friends are induced to rally round us and give us 
their presence to encourage a great work which is 
carried on without any cost or inconvenience to 
themselves. In fact, we can truly claim that we 
are doing the choirs of the Nonconformist churches 
an immense amount of good without receiving any 
adequate response from those who could help us to 
make our audience as representative and as large 
in proportion as our Festival Choir. We do not ask 
for money—that we provide, although we exact no 
subscriptions. All we ask is a recognition of our 
work by those whom we believe to be well served 
by our labours. The audiences at our Festivals 
should be as representative of Nonconformity as 
they are of Church music. This result could 
easily be brought about if our members would lay 
this view of our position and our just claims upon 
the support of congregations before who uphold 
them in their church work.

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ELECTION OF COMMITTEE, 

The report of the scrutineers was presented by 
Messrs. F. W. Ainger and H. Clark, with the fol- 
lowing result :—Committee: Messrs. Ainger, Black- 
burn, H. Clark, Fountain Meen, F. S. Turney, 
Cowley, Jay, Jones, A. Tucker, S. W. Tucker, 
Braine, Dean, Goodes, Lawrence, Brazendale, A. J. 
Smith, F. S. Oram, J. H. Stephens, E. W. E. 
Blandford. President, E. Minshall; secretary, T. 
R. Croger; treasurer, T. R. Croger. Only nine- 
teen names appeared on the list. The vacancy on 
the committee was filled by the Executive Com- 
mittee, the choice falling upon Mr. Arthur Briscoe. 

Mr. A. L. Cowley wished to take the feeling of 
the meeting as to the continuance of the orchestra. 
Mr. Dean thought that in view of the splendid work 
accomplish, it would be a retrograde movement 
to discontinue. Mr. C, E. Smith (Regent’s Park) 
thought that the last performance was far and 
away the best he had listened to since the forma- 
tion of the band, and it was unanimously resolved 
that the orchestra be continued, and with the best 
and heartiest thanks of the Union, Mr. Croger 
(who finds time to conduct the orchestra, in addi- 
tion to other offices) be kindly requested to con- 
tinue to be responsible for the band. 

Mr. Minshall thought the time had arrived when 
the Union should extend its sphere of influence and 
undertake work of a “ pioneer” order in towns not 
at present in the Union. Mr. Minshall mentioned 
that while in the provinces he had been approached 
regarding the formation of local Unions, and it 
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was suggested that efforts in this direction be made 
during the coming winter. Mr. Minshall thought it 
a right thing to do to help the enthusiasts in the 
country and elsewhere who, from various local 
causes, found themselves unable to accomplish very 
much, 

Mr. Cowley thought that many places furnished 
examples of the state of affairs mentioned by the 
President, and that a deputation from the Union 
would be extremely helpful. 

Mr. Blackburn said that the proposal was likely 
to do good, and would tend to lighten the labours 
of the central executive. 

Mr. A. J. Smith feared that a strong local Union 
might perhaps weaken the forces available for the 
Summer Festival; but it was pointed out that the 
strongest Unions formed a source of strength at the 
Festival, being entrusted with special solo parts, 
etc. 

Mr. A. L. Cowley formally moved that “ It is 
desirable that the ‘Nonconformist Choir Union 
undertake the initiative in organising local Unions 
in various centres selected by the President.” This 
was adopted unanimously, and it was arranged that 
Mr. Minshall should represent the Choir Union in 
the matter. Looking backwards or forwards the 
outlook is extremely encouraging, the satisfactory 
increase in the past being a good omen for future 
usefulness in many directions. It is to be hoped 
that the members will take to heart Mr. Croger’s 
valuable suggestion regarding the support of the 
ministers and congregations, and all will be well.

S37 AN you give me any hints with refer- 
ence to the tempo, expression, etc., 
of the above song ?—W L. 


The tempo of the second verse 
may be slightly slower than that of 
the first, but, as we have reminded 
other correspondents, effect is produced less by 
change of tempo than by expression and attention 
to enunciation. Carefully attend to the radlen- 
tandos, especially at the end of the verses. The 
passage, “ The youthful hear a cheering strain,” 
may be slightly quicker. A piacere has the same 
meaning as ad libitum, and should be sung with 
less attention to exact time than to effect, and 
generally at a slower speed. The discords on the 
words “ringing,” “swinging,” “tolling,” “rolling,” 
“nealing,” and “stealing” should be firmly sung. 
The production of the upper “FE” in the phrase, 
“ah, me,” requires great care, e being the most 
difficult vowel sound to produce upon a 


high note. In the phrases preceding that 
last named the portamento may be em- 
ployed, 7.¢., the second of the two notes set to the 
word “ah!” may be slightly anticipated. See that 
the C sharp in the penultimate bar is not sung at 
all flat. Note the sotto voce at the end of the first 





two verses, as contrasted with the crescendo of the 
last verse. Phrase carefully in the line “And she 
is gone, so fair, so young.” In the last line of the 
last verse breath may be taken after “afar.” See 
also our note on “The Final Consonant” in the 
September issue of this journal.

his dash is sometimes, although rarely, used to 
indicate a schleifer, or slide of three notes, com- 
mencing a third above or below the note written.

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Music at 3ion Congregational Church, Frome, 


OMERSETSHIRE abounds in an- 
cient and picturesque towns, and 
perhaps none is more beautifully 
situated than this most interesting 
town of Frome, set on the slopes 
of two hills, between which runs a 

river from which it takes its name. It is a remark- 

ably busy town for its size, carrying on a number of 
manufactures, including woollen cloth, silk and 
crape, iron and engineering works, and one of the 
largest printing establishments in the kingdom. 

There are four Episcopal and eight Nonconformist 

Churches. The older of the two Congregational 

churches is Rook Lane, 

which dates from 1662, 

and its first pastor was 

the ejected Vicar of 

Krome on the passing of 

the Act of Uniformity. 

In one of the Baptist 

churches John Foster, 

the well-known essayist, 
was at one time pastor, 
whilst the church of 
which we write has al- 
ways been famous for its 
ministers, most of whom 
have been men of mark. 

Here for many years 

preached Timothy East, 

who was the means of 
converting the great mis- 
sionary John Williams. 

Another was the Rey. 

Spedding Curwen, whose 

son, John Curwen (foun- 

der of the Tonic sol-fa 
system), was born in 

Krome. In more recent 

years there came the 

Rev. Alfred Rowland 

(ex-Chairman of — the 

Congregational Union), 





who commenced his min- MR, PERCY 


istry in Frome and did 
splendid work there for ten years. He was succeeded 
in 1875 by the Rev. I. W. Clarke, B.A., whose 
tenure of office was also highly appreciated by the 
church, Last year Mr. Clarke removed to St. 
Helen’s, after which, in May last, came the Rev. 
R. M. Moffatt, M.A., a young man fresh from 
Mansfield College, who seems quite worthy to 
maintain the high standard of preachers who have 
made the church famous. 

rom the records of this community we learn 
that their first meetings date from 1773, when a 
little room in Paul Street was rented at 6d. per 
week, including fire. Space will not permit us to 
enumerate the various changes in the church ac- 
commodation from that time to the present, so it 
must suffice for us to say that the sanctuary of to- 
day is an old-fashioned building, with flat roof, 





straight- -backed pews with doors, and a high pulpit 
just large enough for the minister to turn round in. 
Spacious galleries surround the walls, the portion 
behind the pulpit containing a mellow-toned, two- 
manual organ, and a row of seats for the ladies of 
the choir, the gentlemen being placed in the side 
galleries adjacent. ‘The present organ was built 
by Vowles and Son, of Bristol, but most of the pipes, 
including a remarkably fine open diapason, came 
from the previous instrument, built by England, a 
famous organ-builder of 100 years ago. It con- 
tains nine stops on the great, eight on the swell, 
bourdon and open diapason on_ pedals, with 
couplers and composi- 
tion pedals. 

In April, 1856, Mr. 
W. B. Harvey succeeded 
Miss Cox as organist, 
but generously declined 
to accept any remunera- 
tion for his services. In 
this capacity he presided 
over the musical affairs 
of the church until 1895 
(nearly forty years), dur- 
ing which time he also 
acted as superintendent 
of the Sunday school, a 
post which he continues 
to fill at the present time. 
Though resigning the 
position of organist, Mr. 
Harvey still very ably 
serves the church as 
choirmaster, preferring 
to leave the organ in 
the hands of some of his 
young friends. ‘Thus it 
was that in 1895 Miss 
Penny became the or- 
ganist. This lady, whose 
good father has taken 
great interest in the 


’ AMES, church for thirty years, 


is an accomplished 
musician, and apart from her clever manipula- 
tion of the keyboard, is a violinist of great 
skill. In 1896 Mr. Percy Ames returned from 
London, where he had been studying law, and at 
the request of Miss Penny consented to act as co- 
organist and play on alternate Sundays. This 
arrangement appears to have gone on very satis- 
factorily until recently, when Miss Penny’s failure 
of health necessitated her withdrawing tempor- 
arily from the office, thus leaving Mr. Percy Ames 
in sole command of the instrument. As will readily 
be seen by his portrait, Mr. Ames is quite a young 
man. He studied the organ from 1888 to 1892 
with Mr. W. Haydon Cox, Mus. Bac., of Bristol, 
and during the four succeeding years with Mr. 
Josiah Booth in London, from whom he has gained 
knowledge which enables him to play with ease 
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and discretion. Mr. Ames acts voluntarily as well 
as Mr. Harvey, hence the church members are 
fortunate in having two gentlemen who are kind 
ehough thus to serve them. 

We are very pleased to find that during Mr. 
Harvey’s jong period of usefulness at Zion he has 
been the recipient of a few handsome gifts, which 
show the high regard entertained for him by his 
many friends. In 1866 he was presented with a 
purse of forty sovereigns, and in September, 1895, 
nearly thirty years afterwards, a handsome Collard 
upright piano, together with a richly-carved music 
stool, was presented to him, the occasion then being 
taken by the pastor, Mr. Clarke, to speak of Mr. 
Harvey’s eminent services to the church by asking 
him to accept their gifts as a token of the great 
regard they had for him 
personally, and of their 
gratitude for all he had 
been to them, but. es- 
pecially for his long and 
generous service in con- 
nection with the musical 
part of their worship. 
Though now — white- 
haired and venerable in 
appearance, Mr. Harvey 
carries his years lightly, 
and his spirits are as 
bright and buoyant as 
ever. He still revels in 
his choir, and is always 
ready to do his utmost 
to improve and prosper 
musical doings in the 
town generally, for in 
April last we find him 
presiding at a meeting to 
inaugurate a Iree 
Church Choir Union in 
Frome. ‘The idea ap- 
nears to have emanated 
from Mr. Oliver Brown, 
a member of Zion choir, 
who in his sneech on 
this occasion said that 
the object of the Union 
was to promote the glory of God by seek- 
ing to improve the music at the various churches 
to which they belonged, and to increase a 
fraternal feeling amongst the members of the 
respective choirs; to establish a reference 
libtary consisting of anthems, cantatas, etc., from 
which the affiliated choirs might borrow copies for 
use on special occasions, on easy terms ; to arrange 
for united meetings and an annual choir festival, 
etc. We are very glad to learn that this movement 
has been highly successful, and the Union can 
boast of 300 members already. Rehearsals take 
place periodically at various churches, the mem- 
bers often journeying out to the villages around 
to practice. 

We had the pleasure of attending both services 
at Zion Church on the second Sunday in October, 
when we gained impressions of the singing which

easily enables us to speak of it in most favourable 
terms. The choir altogether numbers about thirty- 
five members; on this occasion there must have 
been nearly thirty present. ‘The order of service 
is much the same as is usually presented in the 
best Congregational churches. ‘Throughout the 
day several well-known hymns and chants were 
rendered by choir and congregation in a style that 
would rank well by the side of some of our best 
London churches : whilst at the evening service the 
choir gave a careful rendering of Stainer’s well- 
known anthem, “ What are these?” The congre 
gational singing was sturdy and strong, the /empo 
being exceedingly well governed, and there was a 
solid Somersetshire ring throughout the whole. 
In all his doings at the organ Mr. Ames was in 
keeping with modern 
requirements. In regard 
to accompaniments, he 
“bore up” the singing 
well, without making the 
organ too obtrusive, as 
is the manner of some 
organists. As to his 
voluntaries, they were 
perhaps a trifle too short 
as things go nowadays. 

The Congregational 
Church Hymnal _ has 
been in use during the 
past two years only, 
hence the congregation 
have scarcely had time 
to familiarise themselves 
with many of the new 
tunes. It might be well 
if during this winter 
they could meet, say, 
once a month, and get 
accustomed to some of 
them. Mr.  Harvey’s 
genial manner in thus 
coaching the congrega 
tion ought surely to be 
sufficient to draw a 
goodly number to such 
psalmody practices. 
Then we might further suggest that an an 
them should be included in the morning service as 
well as the evening, and further, now that the 
people have become schooled to singing the 
“Amen” at the end of the hymns, maybe they 
would like thus to join in a fervent musical 
“ Amen” at the end of the prayers, more especially 
after the Benediction, which at the evening service 
might be followed by one of the very effective 
vespers now in vogue at so many of the Free 
Churches. Dare we also suggest a simple musical

setting to the Lord’s Prayer in exchange for the 
miserable mumble now in evidence? Some such 
little progressions as these may possibly be carried 
out with advantage to those who possess musical 
feeling, without seriously offending the less ad 
vanced brethren, and without going headlong to 
Rome ! 








It is unwise to move forward at a pace which 
would be uncomfortable to the majority of the con- 
gregation, and yet we are sure such enlightened 
folk as dwell in Frome would not like to be 
considered behind the times. No, they mean to 
march forward ’neath their Choir Union banner, 
and thus banding themselves together, we sincerely 
trust the Free churches of Frome will soon be able 
to show forth the Gospel through the all-powerful 
aid of music in ever-increasing intensity. 

Any notice of musical affairs in Frome would 
be sadly incomplete without some kindly reference 
to Mr. ‘Thomas Grant and his huge four-manual 
organ at the Wesleyan Chapel. ‘There are few 
greater musical enthusiasts than Mr. Grant. His 
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Good Friday concerts are events which create quite 
a “stir” every year. At the last one over £50 
was spent, mainly on the first-rate orchestra which 
Mr. Grant gleans from Bath and Bristol. He has 
special musical services once a month, and in 
various other ways does his best to make 
the countryside pulsate with the divine art, 
in which he revels with a zeal that in- 
vigorates him beyond measure. And after all, 
what better mental and soulful refreshment is there 
to be had ? -

Passing Notes. 





SeaniR. F. G. EDWARDS has made an 
| interesting discovery of a_ barrel- 
organ in full working order at the 
A\ parish church of Trotterscliffe, near 
| Rochester. Such instruments were 
enough in English 
churches sixty or more years ago, but I hardly ex- 
pected to hear of one in active use so near the 
metropolis. In 1880 Mr. Spencer Curwen  un- 
earthed one at East Ham, in Essex, but, alas for 
the old customs, a subscription had already been 
started to convert the instrument into an ordinary 
key-board organ. The Rev. H. Parr says that a 
barrel-organ of good tone, playing both tunes and 
chants, was in use in Toxford Church, Suffolk, up 
to 1868; and so late as 1884 there was one at 
Knoddishall, a small parish in the same neighbour- 
hood. In 1890 a gentleman wrote to me from New- 
port, Salop, to say that he was frequently called 
to “rectify” a barrel-organ in Woodcote Church 
near by. Nor does the ecclesiastical employment 
of the unholy instrument appear to have been con- 
fined to this country. Here, for example, is an ad- 
vertisement which appeared in a New England 
paper of date December 8th, 1797: ‘“ To the lovers 
of harmony in churches. Dr. Flagg, a surgeon- 
dentist, intending to embark for Europe in the 
ship Hancock, intends, if a sufficient number of 
purchasers offer, to contract in Europe for a num- 
ber of organs calculated to play all tunes usually 
sung in places of worship, with interludes to each 
psalm, without the assistance of an organist. Their 
prices will be various, supposed from £60 to £200.” 
Clearly the New Englanders were as fond of music 
\y Handel as are the denizens of the dingy alleys 
-0 East London, 


common 
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Is there any intimate connection betwecn music 
and vegetarianism? Mme. Lili Lehmann, one of 


the lights of the Covent Garden opera, says that 
she abandoned the flesh-pots some two or three 
years ago, and she declares that she has never felt 


thirsty since! That seems to be a supreme advan- 
tage—for the dog-days, at any rate. But I am 
afraid that the cult of vegetarianism needs a cour- 
age which the orcinary musician does not possess. 
Not so long ago it was announced that Remenyi, 
the famous fiddler, had given up chops and steaks 
in favour of lentils and beans. Tennyson once did 
the same, and managed to stick manfully to the 
“half spiritual height” for ten weeks. After that 
he began to feel an aching void in his life which 
vegetarianism could never fill, and so, with a quiet 
gleefulness, he went back to his old dishes. I have 
reason to believe that Remenyi has already fol- 
lowed the poet’s example. It is said, at any rate, 
that when his son mentioned to him that he, too, 
proposed to abjure the eating of flesh, the violinist 
scornfully replied: “ Don’t you think that one fool 
in the family is quite enough?” Enough indeed! 
Only it is not very assuring for us musical people 
who swear by the “ three f’s,” to have the vegetarian 
remind us apropos of this incident, that the car- 
nivorous birds croak, while the grain-eating birds 
sing. And yet, is that “ blythe spirit,” the skylark, 
free from blood guiltiness? Are his “strains of 
unpremeditated art” any the less divine that he 
enjoys his dinner of good fat worms? No, no. 
“Every moving thing that liveth shall be meat for 
you; even as the green herb have I given you all 
things.” So saith the Scripture. Could there be 
any stronger pronouncement in favour of a mixed 
diet?

Dr. Percy Buck’s recent tirade against congrega- 
tional singing reminds me of an anecdote which I 
had from the late “A, K. H. B.,” of St. Andrews. 
It was about the first Italian professor of music 
who settled in the Scottish capital. The alien was, 
of course, a Roman Catholic, and in those days you 
might as well have looked for a Mohammedan 
temple in Edinburgh as for a _ place given 
over to the worship of the sacred Pontiff. 
This meant that the Italian wandered sadly 
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about the streets on Sundays. Well, one day 
he was passing the Tron Church as the ser- 
vice was nearing anend. The beadle—he is called 
the church officer now—came to open the doors. 
The lonely Italian drew near. He was startled: 
the congregation were singing the last psalm, for, 
of course, there were no hymns at that time. Ad- 
dressing the beadle, he inquired, “ What is that 
horrible noise I hear?” Much scandalised, the 
worthy officer replied, “ That’s the people praising 
xod.” “Do the people think God likes to hear 
that terrible noise?” “To be sure, of course He 
does.” The surprised foreigner thought for a 
moment, then sorrowfully shaking his head, he 
walked off, with the retort, “Then your God must 
have no ear for music.” Dr. Buck, at any rate, 
will enjoy the story. His idea is that congrega- 
tional singing would not edify a cow. But what 
would edify a cow? 
* 

We have heard a great deal about Wagner, the 
musician; I think now it is time we heard more 
about Wagner the man. The suggestion occurs 
to me after reading a recent life of his royal patron, 
the mad king of Bavaria. The writer of that life 
brings out again, and perhaps more clearly than 
ever, the colossal egotism, the worldliness, and the 
quackery of the hero of Bayreuth. Wagner be- 
lieved that the world ought to support him gratis ; 
and when the cold, calculating world decided that, 
like the Lord, it would help only those who help 
themselves, he threatened to buy a pistol and blow 
out his brains. Of course, he never meant to do 
anything of the sort. He simply went on begging 
all round, getting deeply into debt everywhere, yet 
never thinking of abandoning his luxurious style of 
living. “I cannot live on the miserable pay of an 
organist as did Bach,” said he grandiloquently. 
No, he preferred to live on his friends. And he 
thought they might count themselves mightily hon- 
oured, too, by his condescending to accept their 
filthy lucre. At one period he was in the habit of 
taking a cab three times a day from the suburb in 
which he resided to the theatre in town; and then 
when he could not pay up, he wrote a begging letter 
to Manager Holtei. And this was how it ended: 
“The opportunity to help me is present, and I am 
convinced you will seize on it joyfully were it only 
in order that posterity may some day be able to say 
of you, ‘He is the man who,’ etc., etc.” This is 
simply disgusting. And yet they say Wagner was 
a great man! He was a great musician, but a 
great man—never. No really great man ever 
thinks that he is great. 

o 

That is a very interesting volume which Mr. John 
E. West has given us on the cathedral organists. It 
is even amusing, for Mr. West has wisely relieved 
his drier details by an abundance of anecdotes, 
some of which are evidently quite new. It is cer- 
tainly funny enough to read of a seventeenth cen- 
tury Gloucester organist being dismissed for hav- 
ing, on a certain Thanksgiving day, “immediately

after the sermon ended and the blessing given, 
played over upon the organ a common ballad in 
the hearing of 1,500 or 2,000 people, insomuch that 
the young gentlewomen invited one another to 
dance.” I want to know where the males were. 
Why should the “gentlewomen” not have invited 
them to dance? ‘The story of Jeremiah Clark's 
suicide is perhaps not exactly amusing, and yet, at 
this far away date, it is not wrong to smile 
over it. Poor Jerry, like many another worthy man, 
had been crossed in love, and he determined to 
destroy himself. He took a ride into the country 
(organists had horses in those days), and coming 
to a pond and some trees he began to debate 
with himself whether he would swing or drown. 
He thought he would toss for it, so up went the 
coin. Unluckily it fell on some clay and_ stuck 
This was taken to be a decision against 
quietly 


sideways. 
both hanging and drowning; so_ Jerry 
remounted his horse, rode back to London, and 
blew out his brains with a “screw pistol.” The 
death was lamented by Edward Ward, the London 
Spy, who thus concluded what he, no doubt, in- 
tended to be a pathetic ode on the subject: 


Let us not therefore wonder at his fall, 

Since ’twas not so unnatural 

For him who lived by Canon to expite by ball. 
A reviewer, I see, commends Mr. West for furnish- 
ing “the right date of the suicide.” The right 
date was furnished long ago by Mr. James Love in 
his “ Scottish Church Music.” But, after all, what 
need is there to make a fuss about a date? The 
interesting thing is, not that Clark committed 
suicide on December ist, 1707, but that he wrote 
the tune “St. Magnus.”

GUIDING PRINCIPLEs. 

); HOIRMASTER, organist, singers, 
/ | ministers, deacons, and people 
should all work to one ideal ; all be 
led by one great principle. Indi- 
vidualism, in the sense of selfish- 
ness, should be exterminated, and 
in its place there should be the spirit and prac- 
tice of Christian socialism—all co-operating for the 
common good, as members of one body. Every 
one knows that the best way to secure good music 
in a Church is to promote good feeling, and Choir- 
masters know how necessary it is that individuality, 
if not suppressed, shall be merged in the general 
harmony, moral and musical. 

Choirs and congregations often fail in their duty 
and err in their judgment by losing sight of the 
true purpose for which Christians congregate, and 
by unduly exalting the place and importance of 
music. Everything should be esteemed at its proper 
value and be used accordingly ; there is a place for 
everything, and everything should be in its place. 
Music, in itself, has no moralising or sanctifying 
power. It may induce a frame of mind congenial 
to good influences, but it cannot of itself reform 
the life or change the heart. Although music may 
be and often is the handmaid of religion, it is just 
as ready to be and often is the handmaid of irre- 
ligion. ‘It is absolutely indifferent, a mere tool 
equally serviceable for good or evil. It follows, 
then, that the performance and enjoyment of music 
dissociated from ennobling thoughts and sentiments 
cannot be called worship. At best, the music of 
the Church is only a means to an end, and that end 
is, or ought to be, the worship of God and the pro- 
motion of personal and practical religion. Every- 
thing that subserves this purpose is right, every- 
thing that subverts itis wrong. Now, music—good 
music—associated with beautiful and sacred words, 
well and devoutly rendered, is almost universally 
accepted as a means of grace and one of the chief 
delights of public worship. What we want, then, 
is the music of worship, not the worship of music. 

Singers need not fear that this view of the func- 
tion of music will in the least diminish their enjoy- 
ment of it; on the contrary, it will enhance and 
dignify it, and will transform into a labour of love 
what would otherwise be a routine of drudgery : 
pleasure will become a duty and duty a pleasure. 
And, besides, the consciousness that a course of 
action is disinterested and rests on an underlying 
and justifying principle, is the greatest possible 
help in the midst of discouragement, and the surest 
means of disarming that ungenerous criticism which 
is too often the bitter reward of one’s best labours. 
Yet, with the true purpose of worship in view, there 
are the different wants and tastes of the congrega- 
tion to consider. What one person enjoys and 





profits by another takes no pleasure in. Services 
should, therefore, be reasonably varied to suit every 
need, on the plain and practical Christian principle, 
“the greatest good to the greatest number.” 


CLASSIFICATION OF VOICES 


If the musical part of a service consists of no. 
thing but hymns and chants, the rough-and-ready 
classification of voices into soprano, contralto, 
tenor, and bass, according to their compass alone, 
will suffice ; but where anthems form a portion of 
the service, and part-songs are occasionally sung, a 
better system must be adopted, having regard to the 
quality of each voice as well as to its compass. 
‘The general characteristics here referred to, though 
well known; are not easily described; but the 
brightness and flexibility of the true soprano voice, 
the rich depth and fulness of the contralto, the 
sweet clearness of the tenor, and the grand sonority 
of the bass cannot be mistaken. 

Yet, with the same general characteristics, each 
voice has its own particular quality, which may be 
improved, but which should on no account be ob- 
literated ; for variety of tone is one of the greatest 
charms of music. How terribly monotonous things 
would be if voices and faces were exactly alike, 
and how awkward too. 

The true principle of classification is that each 
singer be appointed to the part that makes most 
use of the best notes of his voice. Of ladies’ 
voices it is the quality and fulness of tone from I 
downwards which distinguishes contralto from 
soprano. The tenor voice is recognised by the ease 
and sweetness of the high notes from D to A. But 
the characteristics of contralto and tenor voices do 
not generally show themselves without some degree 
of cultivation. At first they are often mistaken for 
soprano and baritone. In the classification of 
voices what we need most carefully to guard 
against is the straying of a bleating tenor into the 
domain of the basses, and the intrusion of a lusty 
baritone into the fold of the tenors. Most of all, 
let us beware of the hooting and portly contralto 
who persists in soaring aloft with the light sopranos. 
And what are we to do with those big, coarse tenors 
and basses whom neither threatening nor coaxing 
ran tame? Get rid of them. If you cannot sell 
them, give them away to a friend. 


BALANCE OF ParTs. 


The relative strength of a “ part” (S. A. T. or B.) 
should be in proportion to its musical importance. 
In the singing of hymns, chants, and simple an- 
thems in four-part harmony, the melody should pre- 
dominate, and the good effect of the music will 
depend upon the number of bright, clear, Soprano 
voices, weaknes; in the other parts being greatly 
covered by the organ. Next in importance is the 
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Bass, which is the foundation of the harmony and 
suggestive of it. The Contralto is generally the 
weakest part, Tenor voices, though scarce, being 
far more telling. In music of the contrapuntal 
style, especially in fugues, where all the parts are 
of equal importance, the voices should be as nearly 
as possible of equal strength, the soprano alone 
being allowed any preponderance. ‘Take care, how- 
ever, that there is no prominence of single voices. 
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Sometimes a weak part may be strengthened with 
good effect by borrowing voices from another part. 
In this way contraltos may be greatly helped in a 
lead or important passage by the addition of a few 
sopranos or light tenors ; or tenors by contraltos ; 
but not by basses. Choirmasters of good taste and 
judgment need not fear to resort to expedients of 
this kind. In musical affairs the end always justi 
fies the means ; what sounds right zs right.

Che Record of Longest Ghoir Membership. 


255))S briefly stated in our last issue, Mr. 
Edward Aston, conductor of Bell 
Street Primitive Methodist Church 
Choir, Darlaston, can claim to have 
belonged to the choir for sixty-seven 
years. We now have the pleasure 
of giving his likeness, and, at our request, Mr. 
Aston, through Mr. S. 
H. Ball, the choir 
secretary, has supplied 
us with the following 
incidents of his life :— 








“T was born June 
oth, 1825, at Darlaston, 
South Staffordshire. 
My father was a Non- 
conformist, and was a 
singer in the Wesleyan 
choir till the Primitive 
Methodists came, and 
then he joined them, 
and became an active 
member and __ singer 
among them ; and I| was 
sent to their Sunday- 
school, and was put 1n 
the choir when very 
small, and was the boy 
to do the little work— 
putting up the books, 
and going errands. = | 
then began to learn to 
play the flute, and soon 
got on to the ’cello, and 
played in the chapel. 
The new chapel was 
built in 1836, and a 
grand choir was formed, 





as it was so dear. But I became friends with a 
young man who came from Wootton-Bassett, and 
who said his father was leader of the singing, and 
clerk of the church, and he had an old book that 
he could not sing from, called the “ Messiah,” and 
that he would bring it for me to see. He did so 
It was an old MS. copy, written in the old staff- 

soprani, counter tenor, tenor, and bass. I got on 
with this. I soon found 
that my companions 
could not join with me, 
while there was no 
“ Messiah” in the town. 
There was no piano 
available, but there 
was an old harpsi- 
chord at a_ ladies’ 
school ; but we could 


not get at it. About 
this time Clark = ar- 
ranged a piano and 
organ score, and a 


London bookseller 
published it in one 
shilling numbers. A 
young man in the town 
took it in, and had it 
bound, and agreed to 
hire it out to us one 
night in the week, and 
we were to pay him 
sixpence per hour for 
the use of it. Half a 
dozen of us paid one 
penny each to play it 
a night or two in the 
week. After a time 
Novello began to print 
the penny copies from 
the oratorios, and then

time, and | kept a little MR. EDWARD ASTON music. We made good 
place. ; progress in the choir. 


“While this was going on I was at work, I had 
no teacher, but [ taught myself. I don’t remember 
learning the scale; I always seemed to know it. 
My father had an old Sol-Fa gamut, out of which 
I learned the notes, which was useful to me. But I 
had a misfortune. Someone stole my flute, and I 
could not tune my ’cello. Mr. Dangerfield helped 
me out of this. He was a good musician and 
singer, and he was also a bell-ringer, and he told 
me the bells were set in F major, and every time 
J heard the clock strike or the bells ring, I was to 
notice that the third bell was A, so that I could tune 
my ’cello to it. I did so, and all was right. 

“ After this, I was anxious to begin to learn-an- 
thems and choruses, but could not get the music, 





We learned anthems and choruses from all the 
oratorios, and have kept up to the times. 

“T have played instruments in all the local string 
bands and choral societies, and my services have 
been given to the cause of charities, and I am 
proud to say I have not received a penny in my life 
for the same. 1 am now getting old, but I have a 
son who is assisting me in my work, and another 
son, who is organist of this church, and we have a 
good choir (between thirty and forty strong), and I 
may say we have never split up all the time I have 
been with them. ‘There is not one in the choir now 
that was in when I first joined; they are all gone; 
but the Lord has spared me. ‘To His glory be the 
praise.”

On October st, at the Wesleyan Chapel, Sal- 
taire, Mr. A. H. Ashworth’s Durham University 
exercise, a setting of the Jubilate, was sung, 
under the able conductorship of the composer. 
Chief among other works included in the _ pro- 
gramme was Bach’s fine old motet, “I wrestle and 
pray.” 

— 

At next year’s Morecambe competition it is in- 
tended to bring to light a new prize part-song, The 
sum of fifteen pounds has been offered for the best 
setting of Mr. Arthur O’Shaughnessy’s “A Love 
Symphony.” The music should be written for un- 
accompanied singing, mixed voices, and it may be 
in either four, five, or six parts. For this particu- 
lar class the adjudicators will be Sir John Stainer, 
Sir Frederick Bridge, and Dr. W. G. McNaught. 
A hundred guineas silver challenge shield will be 
competed for by the open choirs, and one or two 
other new features of first-rate importance will be 
added. The prize fund this year has been aug- 
mented from £170 to £232, in addition to the chal- 
lenge shield. To enable choirs coming from a dis- 
tance to compete on approximately equal terms 
with entrants from within the seventy miles’ radius, 
the Executive Council offer to make a grant to- 
wards the expenses of choirs coming over seventy 
miles, provided they gain sufficient marks to place 
them among the four choirs selected to sing off at 
the evening concert. 

—- ¥— 

Two musical festivals in two successive weeks in 
one county is rather a large order. But Yorkshire 
is a big area, and we expect big things from it—in 
«a musical way, at any rate. , The chief of the two 
events—the Sheffield Musical Festival—came off 
first, on October 11th, 12th, and 13th. The chorus 
again has proved the feature of the gathering. Dr. 
Coward, who always works so hard at these times, 
must feel somewhat rewarded when he comes to 
read the glowing reports anent the Sheffield chorus- 
singers. On the first day the programme com- 
prised Handel’s “ Messiah” and Edward Elgar’s 
“King Olaf”; the second day was noteworthy for 
the performance of such music as Saint-Saens’s 
“Samson and Delilah,” Sullivan’s “Golden 
Legend,” and _ Beethoven’s Choral Symphony; 
while on the third and last day Parry’s “ King Saul” 
and Mendelssohn’s “Hymn of Praise” were 
among the attractions. Mr. Manns conducted, 
save in the cases of “ King Olaf” and “ King Saul,” 
both of which works were directed by their respec- 





tive composers. 


The Scarborough Musical Festival, held on 
October 18th and 19th, followed much the same 
lines as the one at Sheffield in respect to its pro- 
gramme. Absolute novelties were conspicuous by 
their absence at this as at the first-named meeting. 
Main interest was centred in such productions as 
Mendelssohn’s “St. Paul,” Sullivan’s “ Golden 
Legend,” and Cowen’s “ Ode to the Passions.” Mr. 
F. H. Cowen was the conductor; and the band and 
chorus numbered upwards of four hundred per- 
formers. 

——— &¥ — 

On October 13th and 14th was held the Summer- 
scales Musical Competitions at Keighley. The 
opening day was set apart for soloists (contralto, 
tenor, and violin), and a new section—instrumental 
trios. In these competitions the test piece for the 
contraltos was Ruth’s song, “Entreat me not” 
(Gounod) ; for the tenors, “ And God created man” 
and “In native worth” (Haydn); for the violinists, 
Beethoven’s Romance in F; and for the instru- 
mental trios Mozart’s Opus No. 16 in G. Mr. 
Henry Watson, Mus. Doc. (Royal College of 
Music), Manchester, reduced the vocalists during 
the afternoon, while Mr. John Nicholls (Sir Charles 
Halle’s orchestra), Manchester, in the Lecture 
Theatre did the same with the instrumental com- 
petitors. The selected competitors had the op- 
portunity of singing a piece at choice at the even- 
ing concert. The judges’ awards were :—Con- 
traltos: Miss Sykes (prize), 134 marks; Miss Jame- 
son, 132; Miss Jones, 121; Miss Greenwood and 
Miss Blackburn, 120 each. Tenors: Mr. Robson 
(prize), 122 marks; Mr. Lennon, 121; Mr. Muff, 
118; Mr. Eastwood, 112; Mr. Carter, 111. Instru- 
mental Trios: Farnley Trio (1st prize), 101 marks ; 
Keighley Premier (2nd prize), 99 ; Aldwyn Trio, 88. 
Violins: Miss Simms (prize), 127. marks; Mr. 
Kaye, 125; Mr. Lloyd, 118; and Mr. Fletcher, 117. 
Dr. Watson remarked on the fact that so many of 
the female voices could hardly be classed as pure 
contralto ; while as for the male voices he observed, 
“Oh, these tenors!” Mr. Nicholls pointed out 
that the violinists often suffered through perform- 
ing on poor instruments. The closing day brought 
the glee parties and choral societies together, and 
was altogether most interesting and _ instructive. 
The test pieces were as follows:—Male Voice 
Quartette: Cantor’s “With Sighs, Sweet Rose.” 
Mixed Choirs: A. J. Caldicott’s “Winter Days.” 
Male Choirs: Cooke’s “Hohenlinden.” The suc- 
cessful combinations were :—Male Voice Quartette : 
ist prize, £3 3s., Dewsbury, 127 marks; 2nd prize, 
£1 11s. 6d., Blackburn, 122. Sowerby totalled 120 
marks, and Ripponden 110. Mixed Choirs: 1st, 
£10 10s., Keighley Clarion, 131; 2nd, £5 5s., Cros- 
land Moor, 126. Ossett gained 115, Calverley 113, 
and Leeds Blenheim 110. Male Choirs: 1st, £10 
10s., Colne Orpheus, 128; 2nd, £5 5s., Dewsbury, 
127. Both the Nelson choirs received 123 marks. 
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Dr. Watson spoke of the importance of tone, 
quality, and steadiness in part singing. In his 
opinion the “tremolo” was very bad, and should 
on no account be tolerated.

Obituary. 


LIEUTENANT-COLONEL 


rd deeply regret to announce the death of 
Lieutenant-Colonei Barnes, of the Quinta, 
Chirk, near Ruabon, which occurred recently at 
Southport. He was all his life interested in things 
musical. His first musical duty was the establish- 
ment and training of a reed band at his father’s 
mills in Farnworth. This band attained a very 
respectable degree of excellence, giving a great 
number of public performances under his direction. 

This experience enabled him, a while later, when 
an officer in the Denbighshire Yeomanry Cavalry, 
to be of special service in matters relating to the 
band of that body. But his connection with church 
music claimed more of his time, and perhaps more 
of his careful thought. He was choirmaster of the 
Quinta Chapel, and played the harmonium himself 
for some thirty years or more. He had a good 
choir, and trained it regularly every week. 

To many of the present generation it will seem 
strange that chanting was oncc—and not very long 
ago—a bone of contention in the Congregational 
Society; but it was so, and Colonel Barnes was 
one of its early champions. He also frequently 
performed anthems in the old days when anthems 
were a less common, though possibly a more care- 
fully rendered, feature in our chapels than now. 

He often lectured upon church music, insisting 
that the utmost attention should be paid to the de- 
tailed light and shade of the meaning of the words. 
Upon this point he was most strict with his own 
choir. He was also most particular in his selection 
of tunes for hymns, conscious that an old hymn 
needed, in most cases, an old tune, while modern 
hymns were best mated to modern tunes. He 
liked to make the service a complete whole; and, 
in order to arrive at this, begged the minister to 
give his texts when supplying the hymns for the 
Sunday services, in order that the introductory

N October 17th and 18th a very successful

voluntary might be in keeping with the teaching 
that was to follow. In common with some excel- 
lent musicians he strongly disapproved of the con- 
cluding voluntary, and himself never used it. 
Organists who know the difficulty of selecting a con- 
cluding voluntary in harmony with the character of 
the closing hymn and sermon will be in a 
position to agree with him, though possibly 
the authorities they serve would object to 
their following his precepts. His choir was 
carefully chosen and_ excellent, though very 
small, for he taught that the choir should ac- 
company the singing rather than lead it. He was, 
in fact, well in advance of his time, and established 
the music of Quinta Chapel as one of the especially 
pleasing features of the service. His sensitive ap- 
preciation of the need for the exactly proper tune 
to a hymn demanded a number of books, and in 
addition to a MS. collection, he used Ancient and 
Modern, Bristol, Congregational Hymnal, Binney, 
and Hopkins’s Temple Book. Many choirmasters 
may well envy him the choice he thus secured; and 
the congregation, accustomed to a wide range of 
psalm-tunes, sang new ones easily and naturally. 
He held, moreover, that a choir sang none the 
worse for a little recreation, and himself gave the 
members an annual trip, allowing them to choose 
the place to be visited. We have mentioned his 
regularity in attendance at his practices, but his 
punctuality was even more remarkable: it was 
equal to that of the late Sir Charles Halle, and 
punctuality can go no further. Finally, he was a 
true friend to his choir, for if, on the one hand, he 
strictly demanded as regular and prompt an attend- 
ance from the individual members as he himself 
gave, yet, on the other, his advice and any kind of 
help he could render were ungrudgingly afforded 
in any time of trouble.
